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This Week 


Actors Equity was busy in three sep- 
arate fields . An editorial in the monthly 
"Equity" magazine attacked the League of 
NY Theatres for falling to pass on the new 
cut in admission taxes of 10c on the first 
dollar to the public, though both Equity and 
the League had campaigned for sucha cut 
to lower ticket prices. To this Louis Lotito, 
president of the League, answered that the 
action was up to individual theatre owners 
and was not the policy of his organization. 
Theatre owners have not replied to the edit- 
orial as yet. Equity also sent a joint tele- 
gram with the American Guild of Musical 
Artists to President Eisenhower condemn- 
ing the fact that not one of the 15 trustees 
named to the National Cultural Center had 
backgrounds in the performing arts. Finally 
Equity and the USO launched the first con- 
cert reading tour of US overseas military 
installations starting with The Fourposter 
and Angel Street in Europe in April. Dick 
Moore is director of the unit.

3 pros-Times, 
News, Mirror- and 4 cons- Herald Tribune, Journal Am- 
erican, Post, World Telegram & Sun- filed on new Irish 
play by Kieran Tunney and John Synge presented by 
Carroll & Harris Masterson-Charles Wood, staged by 
Burgess Meredith with Fay Compton, Maureen Delany, 

John McGiver, Mike Kellin, Larry Hagman. Pro side 
approved of play as well written and well-acted; while 

con side for most part thought play unbelievable and 
differed on which cast members they liked, Atkinson, 
Times, approved of well chosen, well directed cast in the 
plain and practical play with exuberant characters, hum- 
orous interludes and passionate convictions, Times man 
thinks small play would make tidier impression in a smaller 
theatre, Chapman, News, billed it as a well-written, generally 
well-acted work of sense, substance and humor, though the 
direction not all in one key.

The Beaux Stratagem- Phoenix 2/24. 6 pros- and 1 con- 
Times- filed on limited run revival by Hambleton & Houghton 
of George Farquar's Restoration comedy staged by Stuart 
Vaughan with June Havoc and the Phoenix Acting Company 
( Eric Berry, Meredith Dallas, Patricia Falkenhain, Robert 
Gerringer, Sylvia Short.) Though six reviewers praised 
all elements, Times dissenter panned style of acting and dir- 
ection. Kerr, Herald Tribune, applauded the impeccable 
direction and the excellent company which rejuvenated the 
slightly doddering play, Like most, he shared praise with 
set designer and costumer Will Steven Armstrong, music 
by David Amran and lighting by Tharon Musser. Chapman, 
News, okayed the pleasantly, fairly stylish production of the 
1707 script. Coleman, Mirror, filed an outright rave on Havoc, 
play and players, terming script itself a masterpiece with 
more good quotes than any work of its period. Mc Clain, Jour- 
nal American, enjoyed the thoroughly hilarious and stylized 
production, good fun most of the way. Watts, Post, thought 
play was still fresh, charming and warm-hearted given a 
skillful revival, expertly staged. Aston, World Telegram & 
Post, noted that Vaughan presented a well-edited version of 
a long Restoration play. Con voter Atkinson, Times, thought 
the fascinating, good natured comedy deserved more mature 
performances than were presented. He panned current edit- 
ion as acted and staged like a college romp by a company 
not yet ready for this style production. 


Say Darling- City Center -2/25-3/8, 5 pros- and 
2 cons- Times, Herald Tribune filed on NYC Light Opera 
Company production of Richard, Marian Bissell -Abe Bur- 
rows comedy with songs by Adolph Green-Betty Comden, 
which recently closed on Broadway. Several of pro voters 
enjoyed new production better than original , while one of 
the two con voters disagreed. Chapman, News, enjoyed 
the City Center $3.80 top version better because the warmth 
and cheerfulness of cast spread to the audience. Robert 
Morse of original cast, Chapman thought, was funnier than 
ever. Orson Bean, Mindy Carson, Jack Waldron, Alexander 
Clark, Betsy von Furstenberg all okayed in cast directed 
by David Clive. Coleman, Mirror, recommended event as 
an entertainment bargain and the cast as a perfect nucleus 
for a City Center revue. Watts, Post, marked it as a pleas- 
ant revival of a highly diverting and affectionately satirical 
entertainment with Morse's portrayal delightful. McClain, 
Journal American, thought new cast was generally funnier 
than original. He reported,as did several others, that the 
scenery did not work correctly opening night. Atkinson, 
Times, who did not think much of play first time round dis- 
covered nothing new to change his opinion His great fear 
that the play about a musical is not a satire, but an ideal, 
Crist, Herald Tribune. felt that except for Morse, the cast 
did not recapture the spirit of fun and sophisticated satire. 
She also wondered in print why City Center did not do older 
plays for revival than a comedy presented last season for 
333 performances.

A Trip to Bountiful- Theatre East 2/26.4 pros- Times, 
Mirror, Post, World Telegram & Sun- and 2 cons- Herald 
Tribune, Journal American- filed on Stella Holt's revival of 
Horton Foote's 1953 play staged by Adrian Hall. All reviewers 
agreed that cast headed by Marguerite Lenert and Elizabeth 
Moore was excellent, the difference of opinion being on the sub- 
stance of the play itself. Calta, Times, enjoyed the skillfully 
acted play which in a small way is a touching evocation of human 
frailties. Coleman, Mirror, approved rehearing of play done with 
capable cast that makes you churn your feelings. Herridge, Post, 
thought arena presentation more suitable than Broadway product- 
ion of small, quiet script. Staged tenderly with a first rate cast, 
Post drama editor rated. Kane , WTS, also listed play as mov- 
ing, honest compact theatre. Dissenter Crist, Herald Tribune, 
thought a good cast was trapped in a bad play ,a play with little 
subtlety and less imagination only useful as a showcase to Len- 
ert and Moore. McClain, Journal American, vetoed it as play 
with plenty of feeling, but no substance, with a monotony about 
the spoken lines. 


The Golem- St Marks- 2/25. 3 pros- Herald Tribune, Jour- 
nal American, Mirror -and 4 cons- Times, News, Post, World 
Telegram & Sun- filed on English adaptation of Yiddish classic 
presented by and directed by George Morfogen and Robert Kal- 
fin. Views ranged from thrilling to boring on both play and 
players. Ruth Reher Wolff did the adaptation, the first in Eng- 
lish, of H. Lelvick's Yiddish play based on a l6th century leg- 
end, Kerr, Herald Tribune, admitted that a fair amount of the 
production was something less than professional but found it 
nevertheless stimulating throughout . A truly first rate prod- 
uction would be unbearably touching and the very best folk art, 
he predicted. Coleman, Mirror, enjoyed play as a good hair- 
raiser well acted by the entire cast. O'Connor, Journal Amer- 
ican enjoyed the spine-tingler, though he found second act a 
bit talky. Negative side headed by Gelb, Times, who thought 
play sagged every moment monster, played by Ronald Weyand, 
was off-stage, which was a good deal of the time. He assumes 
much of its poetic flavor was lost in translation. McHarry , 
News, summed up his view as a big fat bore. Herridge, Post, 
reported a numbing boredom, with the monster more ridicu- 
lous than frightening. Turkel, World Telegram & Sun, okayed 
performance of German stage veteran Theo Goetz but feared 
entire production was stiff, failing to take advantage of the 
fluidity offered by the arena stage.

detailed to Massow, Journal American. 


God and Kate Murphy is a modern Irish religious folk 
tale that might have been stimulating if the scene had been 
set back a century from the present and if the entire cast and 
the director had agreed on a single style. At least four dis - 
tinct methods of acting are apparent, while the major premise 
of the plot seems as if it could have been exploded by a well- 
placed phone call at the start of the proceedings. Maureen 
Delany's portrayal of a slightly damp Irish busy- body is as 
funny a job as seen all season, inspite of the fact that it is 
completely out of place in the current production.

The Beaux Stratagem is a handsome, stunning product- 
ion of a somewhat talky , slapstick Restoration comedy farce. 
Several of the cast get carried away by the slapstick to the 
point one might think the Three Stooges invaded the Phoenix. 
Play itself is so historically important an example of seldom 
scene Restoration comedy,and which was a popular success 
in both US and England for more than 100 years, it is a must 
for every serious theatre student and fan.

Trip to Bountiful is an extremely well-acted, moving 
revival of a play which seems more poignant in its current 
arena presentation than it did on Broadway several years 
ago. Marguerite Lenert and Elizabeth Moore are two out- 
standing actresses who portray their roles brilliantly .

Say Darling is a pleasant "revival" of last season's 
play with music which must be surprised to find itself part 
of the NYC Light Opera Company season. Highlight of the 
new version are the insane songs by Comden-Green making 
fun of current hits, Though fun enough production does not 
come near the other fine productions in this series of modern, 
classic musicals.

Requiem for a Nun is only half a play, the other half 
as yet unwritten. The basic narrative, minus characterization, 
is presented via long monologues by characters that are all 
black, The warmth and humaneness that further rewrites would 
bring are missing, the reasons for the characters actions only 
sketched at. Directed and acted with heavy hearts, the result 
is a disappointment.

The 2 PM midweek matinee curtain promotion campaign 
is picking up, though still in a minor key. Subway and railway 
posters, plus handbills in Playbill herald the start March 18 
of the event. The handbills list of reasons why the new start- 
ing time will benefit the matinee audience are interesting. A 
half-hour head start on traffic, earlier arrivalat home and 
avoidance of delayed dinners, better taxi, bus accomodations, 
better choice of restaurant tables, avoidance of delay at park- 
ing lots, and a greater serenity for the enjoyment of the theatre. 
The greater serenity , managers and owners of theatres, must 
realize is something they have direct control over. The old 
standby hates of noisy ushers and soft-drink attendants, over- 
loud discussions backstage and from the box-office, etc, will 
continue to hamper the greater serenity of theatre, 2 PM cur- 
tain or not, unless management action is taken against these 
annoyances to the public.

Crying need for an experimental theatre, once the 
function of Off Broadway, seems to have been skipped in the 
extensive drama plans for the Lincoln Center of Performing 
Arts. A repertory company presenting classics is a must in 
such a project, but also needed is an honest experimental 
theatre giving new playwrights and directors an opportunity 
to work.
